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Election Day 


Procedures 


Voting on Election Day, Tuesday, No- 
vember 6, will be held from 7a.m. to 8 
p.m., at four polling places—the Greenbelt 
Municipal Building (Precinct 3 - Center); 
the Police Station, 550 Crescent Road 
across from Attick Park (Precinct 6 - 
North End); Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center, 6101 Cherrywood Lane (Precinct 
8 - Springhill Lake); and Greenbriar 
Community Center, 7600 Hanover Park- 
way (Precinct 13 - Greenbelt East). 

Greenbelters will elect five council 
members, all at large, for a two-year 
term. In order to be elected, a candidate 
must receive 40% of the votes cast. If 
fewer than five candidates receive such a 
vote, a run-off election will be held one 
week later on Tuesday, November 13. 

In a run-off election, the ballot will 
consist of those unsuccessful candidates 
receiving the greatest number of votes, 
with up to twice as many names as there 
are positions to be filled. Candidates 
polling the greatest number of votes in 
- the run-off are declared winners regard- 
less of the percentage of votes received. 

The 40% 
..introduced in 1967. Earlier, a majority 
- vote was required, frequently resulting in 
run-off elections. Since 1967, no mn-offs 
have taken place. The last run-off elec- 
tion in 1965 pitted Richard Pilski against 
Clifford Simonson. Pilski won by one 
vote.

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Summation of Candidates | 
Facts, Stances on Issues

Tuesday is election day in 
Greenbelt! Seven candidates 
are seeking election to the 
five-member Greenbelt City 
Council. Five of the candi- 
dates, Judith Davis, Edward 
Putens, Rodney Roberts, Alan 
Turnbull and Thomas White, 
serve on the present city coun- 
cil and are seeking reelection. 
Challenger Kelby Brick is 
making his second effort to 
unseat an incumbent, having 
run in the last election in 
1999. Making her first effort 
to gain a seat is Sylvia Lewis. 
Also on the ballot is a referen- 
dum question placed there by 
the city council that seeks 
voter approval for the issuance 
of up to $3.5 million dollars 
in general obligation bonds by 
the city for a variety of capi- 
tal improvements. The city 
charter requires voter approval 
for any debt incurred by the 
city. 

This has been, so far, a 






quiet election campaign lack- 
ing divisive issues and stirring 
efforts of advocacy. For the 
most part, the seven candidates 
agree on issues and goals. 
Where there are differences, 
they are more apt to be subtle 
shades of difference rather 
than bold contrasts in vivid 
tones. It will therefore be dif- 
ficult for political pundits to 
find any significance in the 
election results, no matter who 
wins. 

The same was true for the 
election two years ago. While 
the incumbents won, the other 
two candidates obtained re- 
spectable tallies. Alan 
Turnbull moved from last 
place among those elected in 
1997, his first election, to sec- 
ond in 1999, thereby becom- 
ing mayor-pro-tem. However, 
the vote counts for the incum- 
bents, all of whom were re-

Bond Issue Referendum 
Is on Election Ballot

In addition to electing city 
council members, Greenbelt 
voters will be deciding 
whether to support a broad- 
ranging bond proposal. This 
proposal affects residents of 
all sections of Greenbelt and 
may lead to a higher than nor- 
mal voter turnout. The city 
sent all residents a brochure 
describing the bond issue ref- 
erendum, including their rea- 
soning for using bonds as well 
as details on each project. 
Some residents reported that 
the brochure had _ been 
grouped with ads and almost 
overlooked. For those who 
may not have seen the bro- 
chure, additional copies are 
available at the city manager’s 
office. There are four main 
projects contained in the $3.5 
million bond proposal. A ma- 
jority of the voters have to 
vote “yes” for the referendum 
to be passed. 


The largest project ($2 mil- 
lion) is renovating and ex- 
panding the public works fa- 
cility on Crescent Road near 
Buddy Attick Park. The need 
for additional space has been 
documented for more than 15 
years. A critical need is for 
the expansion of office space

Soret ‘Candidates Face Off 
Tuesday in Council Race

Seven candidates competing 
for five seats on the Greenbelt 
City Council next Tuesday are 
winding up their campaigns 
this week. Trying to spark 
voters’ interest in next 
Tuesday’s council election are 
incumbents Judith Davis, Tho- 
mas X. White, Edward Putens, 
Rodney Roberts and Alan 
Turnbull. Their positions are 
being contested by challengers 
Sylvia Lewis and Kelby Brick. 
Eligible to vote in the city’s 
four precincts on Tuesday, 
November 6, will be 10,602 
residents. According to the 
2000 Census, the population 
of Greenbelt is 21,456; those 
18 years and older total 
16,760. 

It is expected that the addi- 
tion on the November 6 ballot 
of the $3.5 million bond issue 
for capital projects will attract 
a somewhat higher turnout in 
the upcoming thirty-fourth city 
council election than the dis- 
appointing counts from the 
last four elections. 

In 1993, only 24.5% of the 
8,842 eligible voters trekked 
to the polls; in 1995, the re- 
sults were a little better - 
25.1% of 8,003 registered vot- 
ers; in 1997 only 21.5% of 
the 9,722 registered voters cast 
ballots, but in 1999, when a

bigger turnout was anticipated, 
just 20.1% of the 9,916 elec- 
torate voted. 

Contributing to the low 
turnouts were the dismal num- 
ber of persons voting in 
Springhill Lake’s Precinct 8 
(just 3.4% of the 1,806 voters 
registered in the precinct in 
1999) and the fact that city 


_ elections held in off-presiden- 


tial year contests usually pro- 
duce lower registration and 
turnouts. 

All households in the city 
have received brochures de- 
scribing the $3.5 million bond 
issue, which is unanimously 
supported by the current 
council. (See separate article). 
Under the voluntary sign re- 
strictions, passed in 1991, 
candidates are encouraged to 
display small signs on wooden 
poles constructed and placed 
by the city at designated loca- 
tions. During the current 
election period, nine public 
areas were selected. “Not 
enough,” say some city politi- 
cal pundits, who yearn for the 
old days when signs were per- 
mitted on lawns as constant 
reminders of an upcoming 
city election. 

As in previous years, voters

Museum to Display 
Documentary Photos 
by Sandra Lange 

The Greenbelt Museum’s new 
exhibition, “Picturing Victims and 
Patriots: Photographs from the 
Depression and World War II,” 
opens in the Community Center 
on November 16. The photo- 
graphs illustrate New Deal social 
welfare programs, including cre- 
ation of the greentowns. They 
also explore the propaganda in- 
herent in some photographic 
themes that focus on housing, 
children and African Americans. 

The photographs were taken 
by Farm Security Administration 
and Office of War photographers 
who were documenting the hard- 
ships experienced across America 
during the Great Depression. In 
the later years of the Depression, 
the photos publicized the success 
of the New Deal initiatives de- 
signed to combat poverty. 

With the outbreak of World 
War II, these same photographers 
were pressed into service to cre- 
ate domestic support for the war 
effort by showing how Americans 
were participating on the home 
front. The subjects of the photo- 
graphs changed from destitute 
Americans who needed financial 
assistance to happy, hard-working 
citizens supporting the war effort. 
Images from this period show ra- 
tioning and victory gardens. 

The exhibit also explores the 
uneven portrayal of African 
Americans during this time of 
economic depression and racial 
segregation. It also shows the 
heavy use of children as “perfect 
victims” who received the ben- 
efits of social welfare funds. 

Famous photographers repre- 
sented in the exhibit include Gor- 
don Parks, Walker Evans, Marion 
Post Wolcott,. Russell Lee,. Arthur 
Rothstein, Marjory Collins and 
John Vachon. 

The exhibit is made possible 
in part through funding from the 
Maryland Humanities Council 
through a grant from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities, 
the Friends of the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum and the City of Greenbelt. 
Exhibit designer is Janet Pressler. 
Exhibit researchers are museum 
co-curators Katie Scott-Childress 
and Jill Parsons-St. John.

and common areas; currently 44 
male employees share one 
restroom and female employees 
have no shower or separate 
locker facilities. Many supervi- 
sory employees are housed in a 
temporary trailer, which would be 
replaced with a new office addi- 
tion. . 
SHL Rec Center 

The Springhill Lake Recre- 
ation Center will be allocated 
$750,000 of the bond monies to 
build an addition to the center 
and bring the building up to 
code. The total cost of the 
project is $1.5 million and the 
city has already obtained 
$300,000 for it from the state. 
About one-third of Greenbelters 
live in Springhill Lake and are 
the major users of the SHL Rec- 
reation Center on Cherrywood 
Lane. A proposed addition 
would add almost 50 percent to 
the size of the building and 
would include space for after- 
school care, an exercise room, a 
computer lab and a larger multi- 
purpose room. 

Greenbelt East 

Next in size at $500,000 is a 
group of projects in Greenbelt 
East including pedestrian, bicycle, 
traffic safety and playground im- 
provements. Proposed projects 
include an overpass or underpass 
at Greenbelt Road and Frankfort 
Drive to enable pedestrians and 
bicyclists to safely cross 
Greenbelt Road. The city staff 
have been studying various traffic 
calming and pedestrian issues as 
well as bicycle-use improvements 
especiaHy along Hanover Park- 
way. Also, city parks and play- 
grounds in Greenbelt East would 
be improved. 

Greenbelt Theatre 

The city council has just ap- 
proved a memorandum of under- 
standing to purchase the 
Greenbelt Theatre and authorized 
city staff to finalize details. As- 
suming that the theatre is ac- 
quired, the bond proposal allo- 
cates $250,000 to renovate and 
update the building. The city 
will own the building but will not 
run the theater, but considerable 
improvements are needed to bath- 
rooms, heating and air-condition- 
ing, and roofing, as well as ad- 
dressing requirements of the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
accessibility issues

Brick graduated from 
Gallaudet University. with a bach- 
elor of arts degree in 1991, ma- 
joring in government; he then 
went on to Temple University 
Law School, becoming the first 
deaf person to graduate from 
that law school. 

As an attorney, Brick repre- 
sents state and national organiza- 
tions and coalitions in the area of 
lobbying, public policy and legis- 
lative analysis and consultation. 
In that capacity, he works with 
the U.S. Congress and the legis- 
lature of the State of Maryland as 
well as various federal and state 
agencies on civil rights in the ar- 
eas of education, rehabilitation, 
employment, and transportation. 
Brick also handles other private 
legal issues ranging from criminal 
defense to wills and estate plan- 
ning.

a member of the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) for ten 
years and was elected chair by 
that board’s members for five 
straight years from 1988 to 1992. 

Presently Davis is council liai- 
son to the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum and the As- 
sisted Living Task Force, as well 
as the council’s representative to 
the Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments (COG) 
Board of Directors. Davis was 
appointed to COG’s Ad Hoc 
Digital Divide Task Force, 2001 
Nominating Committee, and 
Chesapeake Bay Policy Commit- 
tee and to the Energy, Environ- 
ment, and Natural Resources 
Committee of the National 
League of Cities. She is presi- 
dent of the Prince George’s 
County Municipal Association 
and the immediate past president 
of the Prince George’s Elected 
Municipal Women. She is a 
member of Women in Govern- 
ment Service, Women in Munici- 
pal Government, and the Mary- 
land Mayors Association. This 
past June, Davis was elected to 
the Maryland Municipal League’s 
Board of Directors as a District 
Vice President, having previously 
served two years on the board 
and Executive Committee. In 
February 2001, the County Ex- 
ecutive appointed her to the Pro- 
posal Advisory Group for the 
Community Development Block 
Grant program of the County’s 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development. 

Davis retired in 1999 after 30 
years as a sixth grade teacher 
employed by the Prince George’s 
County Board of Education.

She 
served the Prince George’s 
County Educators Association as 
board member and treasurer and 
chaired host subcommittees of the 
National Education Association 
for three national conventions. 

A condominium owner in the 
Greenbriar subdivision, Davis 
moved to Greenbelt in 1975 and 
immediately became active in lo- 
cal affairs. She was elected to 


the Board of Directors of 


Greenbriar Phase I from 1979 to 
1993. She served as carnival 
chair for the Labor Day Festival 
Committee from 1981 to 1997. In 
1995, Davis was a member of the 
Project Design Committee that 
formed GIVES, the Greenbelt 
Intergenerational Volunteer Ex- 
change Service, of which she is a 
charter member. She was re- 
elected to the GIVES Board of 
Directors for a fourth term as 
vice president in June 2000. She 
is a member of the Community 
Advisory Group of the Greenbelt 
Adult Care Center. 

Davis was selected as Woman 
of the Year 2000-2001 by the 
Business and _ Professional 
Women/USA. She is also a re- 
cipient of an award for Outstand- 
ing Leadership and Service in 
Politics given by the Minority 
Affairs Committee of PGCEA. 

Davis majntains active mem- 
bership in civic organizations 
such as the Greenbelt Arts Cen- 
ter, Friends of the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum, the New Deal Café, and 
the Greenbelt Lions Club.

Sylvia Lewis 

Sylvia Lewis was born in En- 
gland. She was a young child in 
East London during World War II 
and survived the Blitz and the 
later V-1 and V-2 rocket attacks. 
After graduating from the Lon- 
don School of Economics she de- 
cided to see the world. She got 
a job as a “mother’s helper” and 
arrived in New. York City with 
$10 and a one way ticket to In- 
dianapolis. After deciding to 
make her permanent home in the 
U.S., she received a scholarship 
for graduate studies at Indiana 
University School of Social 
Work. 

For several years after her 
marriage to the Reverend Robert 
J. Lewis and the birth of their 
two children, Sylvia concentrated 
on being a mother and minister’s 
wife. In 1968 the family moved 
from Bethesda to Greenbelt, so 
that eight-year-old Janet and six- 
year-old Drew could have easy 
access to school, playgrounds, 
recreational facilities and woods. 

Lewis took a position as direc- 
tor of Youth Services with the 
Prince George’s County Chapter, 
American Red Cross and nine 
years later was named executive 
director of the chapter. Through 
these positions she gained exten- 


‘sive experience in supervising 


staff, training and working with 
youth and adult volunteers, devel- 
oping and managing a $1 million 
plus budget, assessing community 
needs, overseeing health and 
safety programs and emergency 
and disaster services. 
’ After her retirement from the 
Red Cross in 1995, Lewis was 
able to become more active in 
the wide variety of opportunities 
that Greenbelt offers. She volun- 
teers as a tutor at Greenbelt E!- 
ementary School, and as a docent 
at the Greenbelt Museum. She 
has acted in a play with the 
Greenbelt Arts Center, and sold 
funnel cakes for the Democratic 
Club. She also became active 
with Greenbelt Homes, Inc., the 
housing cooperative, where she 
and Robert have lived since they 
moved to Greenbelt. She was 
elected to GHI’s Audit Commit- 
tee, and named Audit Committee 
chair. In 2000 she was elected to 
the GHI Board and appointed 
treasurer and chair of the Finance 
Committee. She is also on the 
GHI Member and Community 
Relations Committee. 

Lewis’ activities with the 
Eleanor and Franklin Roosevelt 
Democratic Club have included 


being its secretary and currently 
its treasurer. Her other commu- 
nity affiliations include member- 
ship in the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Theatre, Greenbelt Arts 
Center, Golden Age Club, New 
Deal Café, Greenbelt Astronomy 
Club, Greenbelt Museum, and 
Citizens to Conserve and Restore 
Indian Creek. 

In 1998 Lewis was one of the 
leaders in gathering over 3000 
signatures to take the Parkside 
Annexation to referendum. 





Ed Putens _ 


Edward Putens is completing 
his tenth term on the Greenbelt 
City Council. Putens has been a 
resident of Greenbelt for 34 
years, living in Springhill Lake, 
Charlestowne North, Windsor 
Green and now in Greenbrook. 
His family includes his wife 
Becky and three grown chil- 
dren—Kim, Ryan, and Amy. He 
was born in Hazelton, Pennsylva- 
nia and grew up in Baltimore. 

Putens has been employed by 
the Federal Government for 29 
years and has received many 
awards and commendations. 
Since 1987 he has been with the 
Food and Drug Administration. 
Putens previously served in a va- 
riety of senior management and 
staff positions for the Department 
of Labor, Office of Personnel 
Management, and U.S. Postal 
Service. 

Putens has taken a leading 
role to improve police protection 
and crime prevention. The Coun- 
cil supported his initiative to use 
video cameras in strategic areas 
in the city (currently now in use 
at Roosevelt Center) and to place 
two School Resource Officers in 
Greenbelt schools for security. 
He proposed the City’s new Pub- 
lic Safety Advisory Committee, 
as well as the Advisory Commit- 
tee on Education (ACE). Putens 
also successfully initiated the 
Four Cities Coalition among 
Greenbelt, College Park, New 
Carrollton, and Berwyn Heights, 
to expand inter-city cooperation 
on issues and projects of com- 
mon concern. Planning and de- 
velopment proposals for the 
Greenbelt Metro area have be- 
come a major concern during the 
current Council term. 

Putens has taken a leading 
role on senior citizen concerns 
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and initiated establishment of the 
Senior Task Force, which led to 
establishment of the permanent 
Senior Citizen Advisory Commit- 
tee. He has been active in ef- 
forts to control developmenf’ and 
address the traffic concerns aris- 
ing from proposed developments. 
He was the leader in the eventu- 
ally successful effort to have a 
traffic light installed at Greenbelt 
and Mandan Roads, and a guard 
rail installed at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. 

Until 1993, Putens was the 
only council member living in 
Greenbelt East, and he has 
worked actively with the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Commit- 
tee (GEAC), of which he was a 
co-founder. He was an original 
member of the Windsor Green 
board of directors, and served on 
the board for eight years. He 
currently serves as board presi- 
dent of the Greenbrook Estates 
Homeowners Association. 

Prior to his Council service, 
Putens was chairman of the 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board (CRAB), which developed 
the proposal to establish a city- 
wide ‘crime prevention program 
and led to the establishment of 
the current Public Safety Advi- 
sory Committee. He has also 
been active in a variety of com- 
munity organizations, including 
Greenbelt Consumer Co-op, 
Friends of the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum, Greenbelt Arts Center, and 
the Eleanor and Franklin 
Roosevelt Democratic Club. He 
was an active participant in the 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club 
programs when his children were 
younger. 

While on the City Council, 
Putens has served on numerous 
county, state and national com- 
mittees to represent Greenbelt’s 
interests. He is a member of the 
regional Washington Metropolitan 
Council of Governments (COG), 
Prince George’s County Munici- 
pal Association, Maryland Mu- 
nicipal League, and National 
League of Cities (NLC). He cur- 
rently serves on the COG Human 
Resources and Public Safety 
Policy Committee, which he pre- 
viously chaired, and was a mem- 
ber of COG’s Transportation 
Planning Board. Putens served 
on several committees of the Na- 
tional League of Cities, and is 
currently on the Public Safety 
Policy Committee and Small Cit- 
ies Committee, which adopted 
Greenbelt’s proposal to have mu- 
nicipalities exempted from costs 
associated with Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act requests. 

Putens is a graduate of the 
University of Maryland where he 
earned his degree in microbiol- 
ogy, and was a member of the 
University’s lacrosse team. While 
attending college, he was em- 
ployed in various research ca- 
pacities for medical and research 
development companies, and co- 
authored several patents dealing 
with minimizing air poilutants.

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Rodney Roberts. 


Rodney Roberts, 43 years old, 

a life-long Greenbelt resident, 
growing up at 2G Research Road 
and 3 Orange Court. He at- 
tended Greenbelt schools and was 
active in sports with the 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club. 
He currently resides at 38M 
Ridge Road. Roberts is serving 
his fifth term on Council. Rob- 
erts owns and operates a small 
business that specializes in on-site 
repairs of various types of equip- 
ment and vehicles. 

Roberts attended nearly every 
council meeting during the four 
years prior to being elected to 
City Council in 1991. He be- 
came known as an outspoken 
community activist and was a 
leader in the citizen movement 
that resulted in the city’s acquisi- 
tion of 184 acres of woodland, 
part of the original green belt. 
He has continued his efforts to 
protect the remaining woodlands, 
wetlands, open spaces, and 
parklands in and = around 
Greenbelt. Since his election to 
the Council in 1991, he has 
missed only one council meeting 
(a work session). In 1991, Rob- 
erts proposed, and worked 
through to implementation, com- 
munity policing and police bi- 
cycle patrols. Since that time, 
Roberts has worked to increase bi- 
cycle patrols throughout the city. 

Roberts is a member of the 
Council of Governments Trans- 
portation Planning Board. He 
was featured in a WRC news pro- 
gram about transportation issues 
because of his outspoken opposi- 
tion to the road expansions asso- 
ciated with the Disney Theme 
Park proposal in Virginia. Rob- 
erts volunteers for the Greenbelt 
Intergenerational Volunteer Ex- 
change Service (GIVES), and the 
New Deal Café among others. 
Roberts is council liaison to the 
Youth Advisory Board and the 
Arts Advisory Board. He is a 
member and former chair of the 
Committee to Save the Greenbelt.

Alan Turnbull is serving his 
second term as a member of the 
Greenbelt City Council and is the 
Mayor Pro Tem.

ography. He currently works as 
a planner for the National Park 
Service in Washington, helping 
administer an outreach program 
that helps communities envision 
and plan river conservation, 
greenway development, and open 
space protection projects. 
Turnbull has extensive profes- 
sional experience working to fos- 
ter creative voluntary partnerships 
between local governments and 
nonprofit groups. He has been 


appointed by the governor to the 


Maryland Heritage Areas Author- 
ity, which oversees development 
of a statewide system of heritage 
areas and provides matching 
grants to encourage historic pres- 
ervation and nature conservation. 
- Turnbull has been active in the 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) 
housing cooperative, having 
served on its audit committee and 
board, and as president.

Thomas X. White 


Thomas X. White moved with 
his wife, Helen, to Greenbelt in 
1959. They reside at 8 Woodland 
Way, where they raised seven 
children, Penny, Christine, Mark, 
Tom, Jim, Pam and Ellen. 

Tom began his active commu- 
nity service in 1962 when he 
served with the Greenbelt 
JayCees and on several GHI 
committees. He was elected to 
the GHI Board of Directors, the 
GHI Audit Committee, and 
served as the treasurer of GHI. 
During the sixties and the seven- 
ties, Tom served as vice-chair of 
Citizens for A _ Planned 
Community(CFPG) and was 
one of the founders of the 
Greenbelt Save Our Community 
Committee (SOCC), two early 
Greenbelt citizen organizations 
that were instrumental in preserv- 
ing the character of Greenbelt by 
countering the pressures for over- 
development by developers and 
the Prince George’s County Plan- 
ning Board’s “Master Plan” pro- 
posals, and by preventing the lo- 
cation of a planned three school 
complex on Parcel | west of the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway, 
an action which ultimately led to 
the city’s open space acquisition 
of both parcels 1 and 2. 

White is currently involved in 
several Greenbelt civic and vol- 
unteer organizations, including 
GHI, serving on its Finance com- 
mittee; Greenbelt Consumer Co- 
operative; Greenbelt Intergen- 
erational Volunteer Exchange Ser- 
vice (GIVES); Greenbelt Access 
Television (GATE); St. Hugh’s 
Council Knights of Columbus 


and American Legion Post #136 

White was first elected to the 
Greenbelt City Council in 1973 
and has served continuously ever 
since, including four terms as 
mayor pro tem. While on the 
Council he has actively partici- 
pated in county, regional, state, 
and national organizations dealing 
with municipal affairs. In 1997, 
in recognition of his long service 
as a municipal official, he was 
inducted into the Maryland Mu- 
nicipal League (MML) Hall of 
Fame. Currently he serves on the 
following committees: alternate 
member, Metropolitan Develop- 
ment Committee, Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern- 
ments (MWCOG): member, 
MWCOG Air Quality Committee;

In March of 
this year he retired after twenty- 
five years at the Pharmaceutical 
Research and Manufacturers of 
America, and continues to pro- 
vide consultative services to the 
association for environmental and 
technical projects. In 1988, he re- 
tired from the U.S. Naval Reserves 
after 34 years of military service.

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New Style Voting Machines 
Will Debut Here Tuesday

New voting machines will be 
used for next Tuesday’s election. 
Although residents have become 
used to the old voting “booths” 
with their heavy curtains and le- 
vers, they should find the new 
compact machines easy to under- 
stand and use. However, they are 
quite different. 

Why change? Greenbelt uses 
county machines for its elections. 
The county has decided that new 
machines will be obtained before 
the next general election in 2002. 
However, they have not awarded 
a contract yet. The machines that 
are being used for Greenbelt’s 
election are candidates for the 
contract with the county, but no 
decision has yet been made. 

The new machine is available 
for all residents to see and try 
out in the offices of the city man- 
ager during business hours. Also 
the machine has been demon- 
strated to several groups of resi- 
dents including some at Green 
Ridge House and others who 
joined in the fun at the 
Octoberfest last Friday. 

The new machines are smaller 
and have no curtain. A voter 
looks down onto a screen at 
table-level. An election official 
will accompany each voter to the 
machine and “load” the ballot 
into the machine. Then the offi- 
cial will step away and the voter 
will see the first of three screens. 
This screen shows the candidates 
for city council. Using a stylus 
(a pen-shaped instrument) the 
voter presses in the box next to 
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the candidate(s) desired. If a 
mistake is made, press with the 
stylus again and the x disappears. 
Voting for a write-in candidate is 
a little more difficult but is ac- 
complished by placing an x next 
to the write-in line and then a 
keyboard screen comes up. Us- 
ing the stylus, the voter has to 
“type” out the name of the write- 
in candidate. All instructions are 
shown on each screen. 

When voting for candidates is 
complete, the voter touches a box 
with the stylus to go to the sec- 
ond screen which shows the bond 
referendum and the space to vote. 
Then the voter goes to the last 
screen, which has instructions 
that to lock in your vote, you 
press the big red button that has 
just lighted up on the top of the 
machine. Pressing that button is 
the equivalent to throwing the le- 
ver on the old machine and lock- 
ing in the vote. The light goes 
out, the screen goes blank, and 
voting is over. 

City Clerk Kathleen Gallagher 
was on hand at Octoberfest dem- 
onstrations and answered ques- 
tions. “That’s easy,’ exclaimed 
Mary Hooper of Crescent Road 
who had just tried out the ma- 
chine. Gallagher commented that 
the people at Green Ridge House 
felt very confident using the new 
machine. Assistant City Manager 
David Moran added that “it’s 
easy to use, there’s no time limit, 
and staff will be there to help if 
you have a problem.” Moran 
also stated that the screen lifts 
out to enable mobility for persons 
with disabilities.

At the close of voter registra- 
tion this year (see chart), 10,602 
city residents are eligible to vote 
in next Tuesday’s election. 
Greenbelt East’s Precinct 13, with 
its 3,835 eligible voters, is the 
largest of the city’s four pre- 
cincts. Second largest, with 
2,608 registered voters, is 
Center’s Precinct 3. These are 
followed by the 2,092 in North 
End’s Precinct 6 and 2,067 in 
Springhill Lake’s Precinct 8. All 
precincts have showed an in- 
crease in voter registration from 
1999.

Potpourri 

Thomas X. White, Rodney 
Roberts, Alan Turnbull, and 
Sylvia Lewis reside in the center 
core of the city. Judith Davis, 
Edward Putens, and Kelby Brick 
reside in Greenbelt East. No 
candidates are from Springhill 
Lake. Five incumbents are pitted 
against two challengers. 

Current council members have 
served together for two terms, 
since Turnbull’s election in 1997. 

White has been on council the 





longest - 14 consecutive terms 
(four as mayor pro tem). Putens 
has served nine consecutive 
terms. 

Davis, in office for four terms, 
is currently mayor and served as 
mayor pro tem in her second 
term. She is the first person re- 
siding in Greenbelt East to be- 
come mayor. 

Roberts is completing his fifth 
term on council. Turnbull, com- 
pleting his second term, is cur- 
rently mayor pro tem. 

Davis is the sixth woman to 


‘serve on the city council and the 


third to serve as mayor. From 
1993 to 1997, Mayor Antoinette 
Bram and Davis served on the 
council together. Elizabeth 
Harrington was mayor from 1949 
to 1951. 

This year two women are on 
the ballot again - incumbent 
Davis and challenger Sylvia 
Lewis. 

In 1995 three women were, on 
the ballot. Davis and Bram were 
re-elected but challenger Valerie 
Siegel was not elected. 

The percent of those registered 
actually voting has taken a pre- 
cipitous slide since Universal 
Registration became the law be- 
fore the 1991 city elections. In 
1989, 65% of city-registered vot- 
ers turned out, the largest in city 
history. However, in 1991, the 
number of voters, now registered 
through the county, more than 
doubled and the percentage vot- 
ing tumbled. The percent of vot- 
ers reached a low point of 20.5% 
in 1999. The number of resi- 
dents voting has declined steadily 
over the decade from 2,386 in 
1991 to 1,996 in 1999.

elected, were so closely grouped 
that it is difficult to read too 
much into that result. In past 
elections, veteran councilmember 
Thomas White, now seeking his 
15th term, has varied in the elec- 
tion results from last place to 
second a number of times. 
Mayor 

To interested election follow- 
ers. the race for mayor is of as 
much interest as who will be 
elected to the council. The 
Greenbelt charter provides that 
the members of the new council 
shall elect one of them to be the 
mayor, a position that has little 
proscribed duties besides that of 
being the chair of the council. 
Traditionally, however, the coun- 
cil elects as mayor the top vote 
getter in the election. Ever since 
Antoinette Bram stepped down as 
a member of council and mayor 
in 1997, Judith Davis has had the 
highest vote count at elections 
and has served as Greenbelt’s 
mayor. 

Here are some of the ques- 
tions that Tuesday’s election re- 
nlts will answer: Can a chal- 
lenger, Brick or Lewis, get 
elected to the council? (Incum- 
bents seldom have been defeated 
for reelection.) If so, what in- 
cumbent might be defeated? Can 
Davis continue to be top vote 
getter? If not, who can succeed 
her? Will White, who has broken 
all records for council longevity, 
get re-elected to office so that he 
might reach thirty years on the 
city council? Will the bond issue 
pass? 

Differences 

To help the voter decide 
which candidates to vote for, the 
following synopsis of some of the 
information provided and posi- 
tions stated by the candidates is 
offered: 

Greenbelt Residency (years): 
Roberts, 43; White, 42; Putens, 


34; Lewis, 33; Davis, 26;

served in senior management and 
staff positions with the Depart- 
ment of Labor, Office of Person- 
nel Management and U. S. Postal 
Service; White retired from the 
field of medical technology after 
25 years with Pharmaceutical Re- 
search and Manufacturers of 
America and continues to be a 
consultant. He also retired after 
serving 34 years in U. S. Navy 


and U. S. Naval Reserves; Davis 
retired after 30 years as a sixth 
grade teacher in Prince George’s 
County schools. 

Education: Brick — B.A. 
Gallaudet University and law de- 
gree from Temple University; 
Roberts — graduate of Greenbelt 
schools; Lewis — graduate of 
London School of Economics; 
White — B.S. from University of 
Maryland; Turnbull — B.S. in ge- 
ography from the University of 
Maryland; Putens — degree in mi- 
cro-biology from the University 
of Maryland and Davis — B.A. 
and M. A. from West Chester 
State University, PA. 

Greenbelt Theatre 

Should the city buy Greenbelt 
Theatre? Lewis: yes, should 
lease it, not subsidize it, inappro- 
priate for city to operate it and 
city should make necessary re- 
pairs and limited renovations. 
Turnbull: yes, theater plays a 
significant role in keeping central 
Greenbelt economically viable, it 
should continue to be run princi- 
pally as a movie venue, and di- 
rect city operation is not neces- 
sary. White — yes, should oper- 
ate as a movie house and as op- 
tional venue for artistic or theat- 
rical presentations and as daytime 
rental facility so as to not require 
taxpayer subsidies. Putens — yes, 
must keep center alive and vi- 
brant, to preserve as a movie 
house, to provide more space for 
city programs and to sustain 
value of surrounding residential 
units. Roberts — yes, to keep it a 
movie house unsupported by city 
funds and for use by the city. 
Davis -— Yes, to protect 
Greenbelt’s legacy and the eco- 
nomic stability of Roosevelt Cen- 
ter it should be used as a self- 
sustaining movie house, meeting 
place for daytime programs. 
Brick — yes, if voters approve the 
expenditure of funds at a referen- 
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dum and city council also needs 
to develop an economic develop- 
ment plan for maintaining and 
developing our tax base. 

Should the city build a skate 
park? Davis — yes, city has set 
aside $5,000 to look into it. 
Other candidates expressed sup- 
port for the idea. 

Greenbelt Station 

Support or opposition to 
Greenbelt Station? White be- 
lieves that it is more important to 
influence development as a pub- 
lic transit oriented development at 
a scale that presents no adverse 
affects. Putens opposes current 
proposal as scariest project in 
Greenbelt history because of con- 
cerns with building heights, inat- 
tention to environmental concerns 
and traffic impacts. Davis be- 
lieves that despite recent deci- 
sions, the struggle is far from 
over and major changes have al- 
ready been required of the devel- 
oper, appeals of decisions can be 
made and negotiations continue. 
Brick said that development will 
eventually take place, we need to 
be partners instead of adversaries 
to improve our influence and 
minimize environmental and traf- 
fic impacts. Turnbull believes 
that we should fight Metroland to 
defeat the cynical process that 
created it as a result of the secre- 
tive choice of a developer, cus- 
tomizing zoning loopholes to 
benefit developer and stalling the 
county’s own planning process to 
permit the development to slide 
by. Lewis believes that develop- 
ment will happen, but that city 
must ensure that it fits in with 
the rest of the city. The city 
should support a human scale, 
transit oriented development that 
improves the quality of life. 
Roberts said that the current plan 
represents the complete opposite

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FOGM Recognizes Retiring Lange; 
Greenbelt High aoe Big CECE 


At its annual meeting on Sep- 
tember 20, the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) hon- 
ored its outgoing president 
Sandra Lange and accepted a do- 
nation to the Founders Club in 
her name made by other FOGM 
members, friends and family 
members. Lange has been presi- 
dent during all but six years of 
FOGM’s 15-year history. During 
her stewardship, the Greenbelt 
Museum expanded its activities in 
order to tell Greenbelt’s story 
more effectively and she worked 
to make the museum curator’s 
job a full-time city staff position. 

She also wrote successful 
grant proposals resulting in pur- 
chasing the museum’s first com- 
puter, developing the video 
shown to all visitors to the mu- 
seum, and hiring playwright Dan 
Young to write an original script 
on Greenbelt’s history. During 
the county’s tricentennial year 
“Maryland Special Project Num- 
ber #1: The Greenbelt Story” was 
performed at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center to sell-out crowds. 

City Letter 

On behalf of the Greenbelt 
City Council, Mayor pro tem 
Alan Turnbull presented Lange 
with a letter which read in part: 
“Born of your extraordinary work 
with the 50th Anniversary Com- 
mittee, the Museum has fulfilled 
the dream of so many residents 
to provide a way for the “new 
town” of 1937 to be experienced 
and understood by the citizens of 
today and of tomorrow. The 
‘Friends of the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum, with you in the leadership 
roles of vice president and then 
president, organized a campaign 
and convinced residents and the 
city council that this project not 
only should be done, but could

Greenbelt High 

A second donation to the 
Founders Club was also cel- 
ebrated at the meeting. Dale 
Jernberg, speaking on behalf of 
the Greenbelt High School 
alumni, presented FOGM with a 
check for $1,000. Greenbelt 
High School, now Greenbelt 
Middle School, was the high 
school for Greenbelt students in 
the early years of the city’s his- 
tory, Gloria Shelton Drake, class 
of 1951, remarked that “Every- 
thing I really needed to know, I 
learned in Greenbelt schools. 
There was knowledge, goodness, 
patriotism and, most importantly, 
good,sportmanship.

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Quilting Old Glory: Sisters Build National 
Effort to Spread ee ane Me

A few days after the Septem- 
ber 11 attacks, Marty Frolli was 
driving to her home near Santa 
Barbara, California, when she 
came across an accident scene. 
But it wasn’t a car wreck. In- 
stead, police had gathered around 
a young man of Middle Eastern 
descent who had been badly 
beaten. 

Distressed about the post-at- 
tack violence, she sat down at 
her computer and “started draw- 
ing a flag,” she told a reporter 
from the Santa Barbara News- 
Press. She planned to make a 
quilt to channel her anger in a 
positive direction. 

Then her sister Cass Cooney 
called from Greenbelt. “Marty 
asked me if people in D.C. 
needed any baby quilts. I told her 
there were no child survivors 
here,’ said Cooney, a pediatric 
nurse practitioner at Children’s 
Hospital and longtime 
Greenbelter. 

A Thousand Quilts 

It was a phone call that may, 
by the end of it, hatch a thousand 
quilts. As they talked, a different 
plan emerged—creating small 
quilts to demonstrate their sympa- 
thy and support for people af- 
fected by the terrorist attacks. 
Frolli approached her quilting 
guild, of which she is president, 
and members took up their 
needles and began to create beau- 
tiful, distinctive flag quilts. They 
followed a simple pattern Frolli 
designed, about 24 inches by 16 
and a half inches in size. 

Now, the Coastal Quilt Guild 
has stitched hundreds of quilts as 
part of the Little Flag Quilt 
project that has grown to involve 
people from nearly 20 states and 
Australia. All the quilts are differ- 
ent, and beautiful, with personal 
messages sewn on the back, and 
small hooks for hanging. 

In its mission statement, the 
group says, “As quilters, we want 
to bring comfort to victims and 
families of victims and to show 
our sympathy and our compas- 
sion; to say thank you to the 
firefighters, police and rescue 
‘workers, and to show support of 
our military and government, and 
to say America is with you.” 

Reaching People 

As important as making the 
quilts is ensuring they reach the 
right people. “My job is distribu- 
tion,” says Cooney, who has 
nearly 100 quilts at her Greenbelt 
home. On Saturday, she delivered 
nine quilts to the Greenbelt Vol- 
unteer Fire Department for the 
firefighters who assisted at the 
Pentagon on Sept. 11. They in- 
cluded Chief Randy Krob, 
Deputy Chief Tommy Ray, Capt.

Cooney adds that she is look- 
ing for other local people affected 
by the tragedy, even those “who 
handed out soft drinks and wa- 
er.’ She’s heard that 19 people 
in Prince George’s County died 
on Sept. 11, and “I want to find 
them all,” she says. Cooney also 
hopes to reach the 124 quilting 
guilds in Maryland.

of what Greenbelt is all about. 
Instead of an open planning pro- 
cess, there has been secrecy, spe- 
cial interest legislation and rubber 
—stamping of a plan that puts ex- 
pediency and profit above the 
best interests of the surrounding 
community. 
Bond Issue 

Do you support the bond is- 
sue? All candidates support the 
projects for which bond funds are 
to be spent, but Roberts advo- 
cates paying for them on a pay- 
as-you-go basis rather than bor- 
rowing funds. The other candi- 
dates support issuing bonds. 
Lewis criticized council for not 
providing more specificity and 
Brick advocated the need for a 
plan, a long-term vision to go 
with the money. Davis con- 
tended that the city has a plan, 
but it is a flexible one and keeps 
changing. 

Closed Meetings 

What is your policy on hold- 
ing closed meetings? All candi- 
dates cited the legal provisions 
under which closed meetings may 
be held by public bodies and said 
that they would abide by the law. 

Historic District 

Should Greenbelt become a 
county historic district? GHI 
residents had voted in 1999 to 
make the historic area of 
Greenbelt a county historic dis- 
trict, which would impose added 
restrictions on property develop- 
ment within the district. White 
has not made up his mind, yet — 
there are benefits and liabilities 
and more than GHI is affected by 
the creation of a district. Roberts 
is in favor of protecting the com- 
munity from possible develop- 
ment. Lewis, citing overwhelm- 
ing GHI support, is in favor, un- 
less some negative information is 
found. Turnbull said that al- 
though the document has some 
flaws, he is still in favor and said 
the study was languishing in the 
planning and community develop- 
ment department. Putens is 90 
percent in favor of historic status 
as it now stands. Davis said that 
planning and community develop- 
ment has been overworked with 
Metroland, but is continuing to 
work on the matter to deal with 
questions that have been raised. 

Open Space 

How should city spend open 
space funds? All support the 
purchase of the Sunrise tract and 
assisting the National Park Ser- 
vice in the purchase of the Jaeger 
tract by using city open space 
funds. Roberts believes that city 
should use these funds to first 
meet our acquisition goals. 
Lewis wants to exhaust all possi- 
bilities of land purchase before 
we use open space funds for 
other purposes. Davis supports 
their use for buying other prop- 
erty if it could add to existing 
parkland, increase areas for trail 
linkages or provide necessary 
buffer, but also feels that some 
funds could be used for park de- 
velopment such as new trails or 
playground improvements. Brick 
does not advocate limiting our 
spending options as current 
spaces within city limits need to 
be appropriately managed and 
protected before we spend funds 
for property outside the city. 
White believes that funds should 
be used primarily for land acqui- 
sition and would consider use for 
park development only on a case- 
by-case basis. Turnbull will push 
for open space funds to be used 
for acquisition until no more land 
is at risk. Putens said that at this 
time land acquisition has top pri- 


ority and we have limited funds 
— if more funds become avail- 
able, some could be used for 
park and playground improve- 
ments. 
Parcels 1 and 2 

How should city save the 
Greenbelt (Parcels 1 and 2)? 
Roberts advocates that the city 
grant a permanent easement to 
the Maryland Land Trust to re- 
strict land use so as to give more 
control to future generations to 
protect the land as green space, 
but would consider an ordinance 
requiring a super-majority to 
overturn its being used for other 
than open space. White generally 
supports an easement but noted 
that there are unresolved issues 
relating to eascments with the 
federal government being already 
in place and having a current 
council restrict the actions of a 
future city council. Turnbull felt 
the land would best be preserved 





by becoming a city park and has 
asked management to come forth 
with such a plan. Meanwhile, he 
is not absolutely in favor of a 
land trust easement. He thinks 
the land should be called some- 
thing other than Parcels 1 and 2. 
Davis supported limiting future 
encroachment but felt the respon- 


‘ sibility should remain with 


Greenbelt and future councils. 
Putens expressed similar feelings 
to those of Davis. Brick felt that 
as an attorney he could provide 
assistance as to how to provide 
strategies for preservation. 
Tax Credit 

Should Greenbriar get a tax 
credit for lack of such services as 
leaf removal and playground 
maintenance? Turnbull felt that 
inequities in service should be 
corrected and that services, like 
leaf collection, which are needed 
more in older areas would impact 
newer sections in the future as

trees grow. Putens is opposed to 
tax differentials for different sec- 
tions of the community as being 
divisive and that different sections 
of the community had different 
needs. Roberts pushes for equal 
services and equal distribution of 
tax dollars. Lewis favors equi- 
table distribution instead of equal 
distribution and that city should 
maintain all playgrounds. Brick 
also called for equitable services 
and the need for leaders to get 
out of parochialism and serve the 
needs of all the community. 
Davis said that the city needs to 
be fair in providing services, that 
residents need to be more aware 
of the services available to them 
and that playground services are 
not equitable within the city. 
White felt that there was a need 
for supplemental police service in 
Greenbriar. 
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FEMA May Pay City 
For Pentagon Aid 

On September 26, Chief 
James R. Craze of the Greenbelt 
Police Department met with rep- 
resentatives of the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency to 
discuss the possibility of being 
reimbursed for their assistance 
during the terrorist attack on the 
Pentagon. 

The department discovered 
that they were eligible for reim- 
bursement amounts: 

Straight Time and Overtime 
Salary Reimbursement - 
$8,347.61 

Benefit expenses (FICA) - 
$638.55 

Vehicle usage/rental (per 
federal guidelines) - $2,354.00 

Total Request - $11,340.16 

In addition, Chief Craze be- 
lieves that the agency will add 
3% administrative cost for the 
extra time he himself spent.

The Greenbelt Museum pre- 
views its new exhibition, “Pictur- 
ing Victims and Patriots: Photo- 
graphs from the Depression and 
World War II,” with a lecture on 
“Race and Realism in Farm Secu- 
rity Administration Photography.” 
Dr. James C. Curtis, professor of 
history and director of the 
Winterthur Program in Early 
American Culture at the Univer- 
sity of Delaware, will speak on 
Farm Security Administration 
(FSA) photographs taken of Afri- 
can Americans and Mexican mi- 
grants during the Great Depres- 
sion. Dr. Curtis is the author of 
“Mind’s Eye, Mind’s Truth: FSA 
Photography Reconsidered.” 

Dr. Curtis looks at the racial 
biases government photographers 
brought to their subjects and how 
these biases were reflected in 
their photographs. He will com- 
ment on photographs by some of 
the New Deal’s most famous 
photographers including Marion 
Post Wolcott, Arthur Rothstein 
and Russell Lee. 

The program, which will take 
place on Thursday, November 15, 
at 7:30 p.m. at the Greenbelt Li- 
brary, is co-sponsored by the 
Friends of the Greenbelt Museum 
and the Greenbelt Branch of the 
Prince George’s County Memorial 
Library. The lecture and exhibit

bition on photographs from the 
Great Depression and World War 
II, which opens in the Greenbelt 
Community Center on Friday, 
November 16, at 7:30 p.m. The 
photographs illustrate New Deal 
social welfare programs, includ- 
ing creation of the Greenbelt 
towns. The exhibition also ex- 
plores the way the government 
used children and African Ameri- 
cans as propaganda to convince 
Americans to support various 
programs associated with the De- 
pression and, later, the war effort. 

FSA photographers docu- 
mented the hardships experienced 
by individuals and families across 
America during the Great Depres- 
sion. They also chronicled the 
successes of the New Deal initia- 
tives designed to combat poverty. 
With the outbreak of World War 
II, the government sent out these 
same photographers to create do- 
mestic support for the war by 
showing how Americans partici- 
pated in home front activities. 
The subjects of the photographs 
thus changed from destitute 
Americans in need of financial 
assistance to happy, hard working 
citizens supporting the war effort 
through rationing and victory gar- 
dens. 

The exhibition also explores 
the way African Americans were 
portrayed in_a time of economic 
depression and racial segregation. 
FSA photographers represented 
include Gordon Parks, Walker 
Evans, Marion Post Wolcott, 
Russell Lee, Arthur Rothstein, 
Marjory Collins and John 
Vachon.

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Congress Votes One Million 
Dollars to Purchase Tract

When the United States Con- 
gress passed the Department of 
Interior’s appropriation bill on 
October 17, it included in the 
Land and Water Conservation 
Fund Program $1 million in 
funds to purchase the privately 
owned 17.43 acre Jaeger tract. 
Congressman Steny Hoyer (D-5th 
District), including Greenbelt and 
Westchester Park, requested the 
legislation. It must be signed by 
the President to become law. 
The appropriation must also be 
matched by local funds. 

This major action by Congress 
boosted the longstanding goal of 
successive Greenbelt city councils 
to incorporate the Jaeger property 
into Greenbelt Park as originally 
intended. Surrounded on three 
sides by the federal park, itself 
located within the corporate lim- 
its of Greenbelt, the Jaeger tract 
is south of Westchester Park 
Drive and about 300 feet east of 
Kenilworth Ave. in the unincorpo- 
rated Westchester Park community. 

The ongoing collaborative ef- 
forts over the past year between 
the city, the National Park Ser- 
vice and the National Park Trust 
have come the closest ever to 
adding the undeveloped Jaeger 
tract to Greenbelt Park. Mean- 
while, a preliminary plan of sub- 
division for the land has been ap- 
proved with conditions by the 
Prince George’s County Planning 
Board. Nineteen single family 
homes are proposed for the tract, 
which is zoned rural residential 
(two detached single family units 
an acre). The developer, Com- 
munity Management Company, 


L.L.C., has left the door open to 


sell the land to the National Park 
Service, which hopes to have ap- 
praisals of the land completed by 
mid-November. 

In a good-faith gesture, the 
Greenbelt City Council made a 
commitment of $100,000 of the 
city’s Program Open Space Funds 
toward purchase of the tract. In 
addition, the Westchester Park 
Civic Association collected about 
$7,000 in donations and the Na- 
tional Park Trust pledged up to

$50,000 to purchase an option. 
The Trust, a private nonprofit 
group, is dedicated to helping the 
Park Service fund-raise for pres- 
ervation of parkland. It identified 
the Jaeger tract “as essential to 
Greenbelt Park and to our Na- 
tional System of Parks.” 

Meanwhile the city has taken 
the lead in requesting contribu- 
tions from local, county and state 
officials. All matching funds will 
be held in a restricted account 
and, according to the Trust, “if 
the funds are insufficient and ne- 
gotiations break down, the funds 
will be returned.” 

Trust president Paul C. 
Pritchard said the $1 million ap- 
propriation was “good news for 
the citizens of Maryland and for 


_the nation. The hero of this ap- 


propriation is Congressman 
Hoyer, who understands the im- 
portance of our parks for this and 
future generations.” 

Hoyer noted, “As Prince 
George’s County continues to 
grow, it is important that we pre- 
serve some of the remaining open 
spaces. The preservation of the 
Jaeger Tract has been a goal of 
the city of Greenbelt for several 


years.

The membership of the 
Greenbelt Cooperative Publishing 
Association, Inc., the Greenbelt 
News Review, held their annual 
meeting and election of officers 
on a balmy Indian summer after- 
noon in the rear yard of Mary 
Lou and Jim Williamson on Oc- 
tober 21. Members consist of the 
active volunteers on the newspa- 
per. Their names appear on the 
paper’s masthead on the second 
page of the paper each week. 
The meeting is for the purpose of 
hearing reports from various of- 
ficers and editors, reviewing oper- 
ating and financial problems of 
the paper and electing a board of 
directors for the next year of op- 
eration. 

Mary Lou Williamson started 
off her report as the paper’s edi- 
tor, a position she has held for so 
many years, we’re not sure she 
even remembers how long, by 
saying: “We’ve come a long 
way, baby! Although kicking 
and screaming, we have entered 
the 2ist Century.” She was re- 
ferring to all the accomplishments 
of the past year forced upon the 
paper by the loss of its former 
composition house and the need 
to use electronic technology to a 
much greater extent than we had 
before to produce the paper in 
order to keep our printing com- 
position costs down. Volunteers 
now place our copy on a zip disk 
to email to our composition con- 
tractor. We scan our photo- 
graphs, edit them and send them 
electronically as well. We work 
with a computer system that en- 
ables access to stories being ed- 
ited from most of our computers 
and are able to store all of the 
stories for a week on one disk. 

President Diane Oberg re- 
ported on our financial problems. 
Our costs have increased signifi- 
cantly and the paper needs to 
raise more funds in order to sus- 
tain its operation. That is the 
reason for the many changes in 
our operating procedures. It is 
also the reason why the board of 
directors authorized increased ad- 
vertising rates effective November 
2. Shortly, the paper plans to 


conduct a voluntary fund drive to 
ask our readers to help us with 
our economic plight and assure 
the continuing publication of 
Greenbelt’s weekly community 
newspaper. 

Oberg was pleased to an- 
nounce that we expect to have a 
new business manager on board 
by the end of the month to re- 
place our long-time manager, 
Mary Halford, who resigned last 
month. Three other volunteers 


will be helping with managing 


the paper’s accounts and business 
affairs. Also, Oberg has stepped 
down as president in order to as- 
sume the duties of treasurer. 

Veteran person-of-all-trades for- 
the newspaper and currently news 
editor, Elaine Skolnik reported 
on the activities of the group of 
volunteers who help her cover 
city events and edit on Tuesday 
afternoons. Skolnik made her 
annual plea for more volunteer 
reporters to cover all the meet- 
ings taking place in Greenbelt, 
the number of which continues to 
grow. , 
The members present dis- 
cussed our plans for a fund drive, 
ways to cut costs, the need to re- 
solve some of our long-standing 
circulation problems, how to get 
more advertising, and problems 
with doing editing and other 
chores. 

The meeting ended with the 
election of a board of directors. 
Newcomers Barbara Hopkins, 
Judy Bell and Mary Moien were 
elected to serve along with past 
board members Diane Oberg, Vir- 
ginia Beauchamp, James Giese 
and Eileen Farnham. Past mem- 
bers Altoria Bell Ross, Jane 
Rissler and Joanne Tucker asked 
to be replaced on the board al- 
though they continue to be active 
as volunteers for the paper. 

Following the annual meeting 
the board of directors met briefly 
to elect new officers for the com- 
ing year. James Giese was 
elected president, Eileen 
Farnham, vice-president, Mary 
Moien, secretary and Diane 
Oberg, treasurer.

More More Encore

Saturday night at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center featured a 
truly fascinating duo in an 
evening of music, with Joseph 
Cunliffe on flute and Giorgia 
Cavallaro on classical guitar. The 
audience was treated to many 
musical delights. Called “Flutar’” 
— a combination of flute and gui- 
tar — these two musicians are 
masters of their craft. Before the 
first note was created, we were 
informed that the concert would 
be altered slightly because 
Cavallaro had injured a finger on 
her left hand and had required 
five stitches. A couple of 
changes in musical numbers and 
some creative fingering would do 
the trick. 

After the introduction they 
started the program with Latin- 
flavored music. “Historie due 
Tango” by Bordel led off the 
evening. Ravel’s “Piece en forme 
de Habanera” and “Cumparsita” 
by Gerado Rodriguez, a pre-tango 
style number, were also included 
in the first half. “Tears 
Goodbye” by Giorgia Cavallaro 
led to the intermission. Cavallaro 
brought two guitars to play. One 
was a classical model, and the 
second had steel strings. _ 

Besides playing the flute, 
Cunliffe gave the audience a taste 
of recorder, Native American 
flute, soprano sax, pennywhistle, 
and bass flute. It’s the first time 
I’ve seen anyone play the bass 
flute. The lower range gave a 
nice sound, with a mellow qual- 
ity. Cunliffe threw in a rain stick 
on one number, just for kicks. 

The duo has been performing 
together at least 15 years. 

Perhaps because of the injured 
finger, at times the guitar seemed 
slightly out of sync. I noticed it 
most when Cavallaro was backing 
up Cunliffe’s lead. Sometimes 
they weren’t completely together. 
Between pieces, in the relaxed 
Arts Center atmosphere they

made comments to each other. 
“What do you want to play 
now?” and “My finger is OK” 
were two of them. I thought that 
once or twice the banter between 
them also wasn’t exactly in sync. 
Fifteen years can sometimes seem 
like a long time. 

The second half brought Irish 
music to the stage. “Irish Tradi- 
tional” by Clifford and “Buried 
My Wife” along with “Sheebeg 
Sheemore” were some of the 
tunes that were heard after the 
intermission. 

Cavallaro, a classically trained 
guitarist, teaches at Catholic Uni- 
versity and the University of 
Maryland. She adapts each piece 
to classical style because she 
wants to be creative and make it 
interesting. Cunliffe teaches mu- 
sic at a private school during part 


of the week. He, like Cavallaro, 


likes to make the music interest- 
ing and give it his own special 
flair — haunting, pulsating, sur- 
real, rhythmic. Both are able to 
express themselves musically. 
Before ending the concert with 
“Tico Tico,” they played their 
theme song, “Blowing the Candle 
Out,” an Elizabethan folk song.

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“Belongings” Reveals a Family Conflict 
Over Selling Grandma's Treasures

To sell or not to sell 
“srandma’s belongings to strang- 
ers,” is the issue that causes con- 
troversy in a family of. five 
women in Daniel Fenton’s new 
play “Belongings,” which pre- 
miered on October 26, at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center. Fenton’s 
play, directed by Nick DaPrato, 
evolves around this main plot in 
which the two youngest members 
of the family, Katy (Kim T. Ha), 
and Jimmie (Tiana Kenney), im- 
pede the plans of their mother, 
Renny (Rebecca Flynt), their 
great aunt Ella (Joan Jacobs), and 
their aunt Gene (Fran Calhoon) 
in organizing an estate sale. 

The play’s underlying themes, 
however, are less about the actual 
loss of grandma than about the 
fact that individual family mem- 
bers have long since become es- 
tranged from one another. Thus, 
“Belongings” is a play about 
healing the wounds of loss, alien- 
ation and self-absorption. 

The character of Katy, a teen- 
ager of 14, is devastated by fam- 
ily members’ inability to make 
peace with one another. She has 
lost a grandmother and a home 
in which she has lived with her 
mother and sister since her 
father’s death three years ago. 

Actress Ha, who is not a teen- 
ager, does an excellent job por- 
traying one.. The audience never 
doubts her stubborn self-centered 
grief and confusion. However, 
the character’s anger towards 
adults becomes too overpowering 
at times, and robs Ha of the 
chance to show how much more 
she can do on stage. 

Katy’s mother Renny, played 
by Flynt, has difficulties being 
convincing in her role. Although 
Flynt receives audience pity, she 
struggles to show that she is a 
woman who not only just lost her 
mother (and her husband), but 
also has a troubled relationship 
with both her daughters. Further, 
it is hard to grasp her emotional 
development during the course of 
the play. 

On the other hand, Gene, the 
girl’s aunt played by Calhoon, is 
able to demonstrate these transi- 
tions in her character. She, too, 
begins as a one-dimensional per- 
son, but Calhoon succeeds in de- 
veloping her character and there- 
fore has no trouble appearing as 
a real-life-person.

Aunt Ella has the powerful 
role of mediator, Jacobs con- 
vinces and shines on stage as the 
single most stable character of 
the play who listens, understands, 
and helps others heal. 

Surprisingly, Kenney, as little 
Jimmie — a spirited girl of about 
10 — carries this play. She dis- 
plays a whole array of emotions 
with confidence. This young ac- 
tor is a natural on stage. With a 
sophistication One associates with 
experienced adult actors, Kenney 
plays both her serious and funny 
parts equally well. 

Director DaPrato did a fine 
job accommodating a play which 
is difficult to stage due to its 
multiple locations in and around 
the same setting (grandma’s 
house). Although these are prob- 
lems within the play’s structure 
itself, it would be refreshing to 
both eye and ear to have charac- 
ters more spread out on the set. 
During many scenes, the actors 
are standing (or are seated) right 
next to one another, which can 
lead to an awkward stage bal- 
ance. 


The lighting by Mark 
Steckbeck eased the audience into 
some of these difficult-to-stage 
scenes and was complemented by 
original music composed by 
Rennee Battle. Battle’s guitar 
and vocal music was both beau- 
tiful and appropriate for Fenton's 
play. 

The set design by Ray Flynt, 
who also produced the show, was 
ingenious in incorporating all the 
space needed in the space avail- 
able. Flynt showed the front of a 
house — the porch, yard and en- 
trance — as well as the inside — a 
room, a staircase and hallway — 
all in one simple and realistic set 
which enhanced the play just 
enough so as not to distract from 
the action. 

Anyone interested in finding 
out what happens to grandma’s 
“Belongings” (and for those who 
cannot wait to see which relation- 
ships will be mended in 
grandma’s spirit) can do so at the 
Arts Center with shows on Friday 
and Saturday evenings at 8 p.m. 
until Nov. 17 and Sunday mati- 
nees at 2 p.m. on Nov. 4 and 11.

Now that Halloween has come 
and gone, it is definitely notice- 
able that the days are shorter. 
Our forefathers who worked 
closely with nature saw this dif- 
ference clearly—hence one of the 
reasons to have a holiday at 
October’s end to acknowledge 
this. The mornings are long and 
cold from the previous cold 
night. And the afternoons are 
short. But still in the next few 
weeks there will be a number of 
crisp, sunny, golden afternoons. 
Get out and enjoy them while 
they last, for cold weather usu- 
ally settles in sometime after 
Thanksgiving. 

Pleasant autumn days can be a 
good time to finish cleaning up 
the garden. We in Greenbelt are 
very fortunate because our yard 
debris can be picked up right out 
of our yards. Call Public Works 
for Friday pick up at 301-474- 
8004. Sticks should be in bags 
or tied in a bundle. Plant debris 
should be in a bag. Leaf pick 
up varies by neighborhood. In 
Greenbelt Homes leaves must be 
put in bags, but in other neigh- 
borhoods they are picked up at 
the curbside on appointed days. 

Leaves 

Leaves can be very useful in 
the garden since they add nutri- 
ents to the soil as they decom- 
pose. Use fallen leaves to make 
soil or to use as mulch. Making 
compost turns the leaves into 
high quality soil. Compost piles 
are easy to make and use. In 
fact putting leaves in a compost 
pile is a lot easier than bagging 
up the fallen leaves. Just rake 
the leaves onto a cloth or tarp 


and dump them in the pile. That 


is much easier than the bending 
and stuffing involved in bagging 
leaves for pick up. 

Compoet.-bins can be store 
bought or homemade. The price 
and size varies, so get what you 
need. For example, a lot of 
leaves can be stuffed into a com- 
post bin so a small bin is all that 
is needed for a small yard. Mak- 
ing a compost pile can be as 
simple as marking out a square, 
putting a post in each of the four 
corners, stretching the fencing 
materials around the posts, and 
tacking it onto the posts. Fenc- 
ing material that is somewhat 
sturdier than chicken wire should 
last for years. 

There are many variations on 
the theme of how to fill the com- 
post bin. There are methods to 
speed up the decomposition pro- 
cess and change the acidity of 
the resulting product. The expert 
can read up on such things, but 
here I’ll stick to the simple 
method. Basically it is alternat- 
ing layers of organic material and 
soil. Put in the leaves, then com- 
press them. When there is an 
eight to twelve inch deep layer, 
add a one inch layer of soil. 

This method will produce soil 
in 12 or 18 months. This is 
slower than some methods, but 
you do not have the bother of 
having to turn the pile. 

Give some thought to where 
the compost bin or pile will be 
placed in the yard. The compost 
pile can definitely detract from 
the overall appearance of your 
property, just as trash cans or de- 
bris can. Once again it is the 
principle that what is furthest 
from the house is actually closest 
to the view of the people passing 
by. Any object that is big, bulky, 
or does not fit in over all with 
the rest of the landscape will be 


the most obvious object in the 
yard. 

The bin will be much less ob- 
vious if it is next to another large 
object, such as a shed or house; 
is surrounded by tasteful fencing, 
or surrounded by plants, such as 
shrubs. 

A well maintained compost 
pile should not smell. Vegetable 
peelings may smell in the hottest 
months if care is not taken. Ani- 
mals and birds may be attracted 
to an open compost if table 
scraps are added, so keep this in 
mind when placing the pile.

mational video tapes on such top- 
ics as travel and crafts. Also 
available are audio tapes and 
compact discs. 

A call to the library at 301- 
345-5800 will provide titles of 
new books available on any sub- 
ject, fiction or nonfiction, or in- 
formation as to whether a desired 


book is on the shelves. A cata- 
log list may be found on 
www.prge.lib.md. 

Those requesting this service 
must be members of GIVES and 
also have a library card. If those 
requesting the service do not 
have a library card, Utley has in- 
dicated that the library staff may 
be able to assist with registration 
for the card. To request informa- 
tion about GIVES or the library 
service,.call the GIVES office 
any weekday morning at 301- 
507-6580. 

Membership in GIVES has di- 
minished somewhat and new par- 
ticipants are always welcome. It 
is staffed completely with volun- 
teers whose goal is to assist the 
frail, elderly, or disabled to re- 
main independent as long as pos- 


sible. Everyone can help in 
some way. Do simple mending, 
be a friendly visitor by telephone, 
help with accounts, do simple 
yard work, go grocery shopping, 
share pet care, or volunteer to 
play cards or games, or share 
video experiences with clients at 
the Adult Care Center. There is 
no fee to join and everyone is 
welcome.
